'Complete Story, 
Seeks Justice Dept. Role 
In Starting Army Charges 


WASHINGTON—C3>)—Senator McCarthy (R-Wis) de- 


manded today the "complete story" of any part the Justice 
department played in triggering army charges that he sought 
favored military treatment for Pvt. G. David Schine, a for- 
mer aide. 


And Sen. McClellan (Ark), senior 


investigations subcommittee Demo- 
crat, said that if the Eisenhower 
administration blacks out details 
of a Jan. 21 top-drawer conference 
on the McCarthy-army dispute it 
will have to "take the responsi- 
bility for denying senators the 
facts." 


The double-barreled demand on 


the administration came on the 
heels of testimony Friday—the 
17th day in the televised proceed- 
ings—that the executive branch of 
the government has clamped a se- 
crecy lid on the now-famous huddle 
in the Justice department.

John Adams, who testified to this 


Wednesday, said Friday' he has 
been silenced by higherups and

This 
record later grew into part of the 
army's charges against the eena 
tor and two of his assistants. 


McCarthy, referring to the pres

Russian Attitude Not 
Considered 'Final' 
By Sfate Department 
WILLIAMSBURG, Va. tSP) 


—Secretary of State Dulles 
disclosed today that his ef- 
:orts to negotiate an atoms- 
:or-peace plan with the So- 
viet government has hit the 
same stone wall which all oth- 
er recent talks with the Rus- 
sians have met. 


Dulles referred to the matter 


somewhat indirectly, but at Wash- 
ington officials confirmed the im- 
pression his speech gave and said 
the negotiations would go on be- 
cause the Soviet attitude was not 
regarded in the State department 
as "final." 


President Eisenhower proposed 


Dec. 8 in a speech at the United 
Nations that the United States, 
Russia and other atomic powers 
set up a world atom pool for peace- 
ful purposes. Dulles has negotiated 
on this, directly with. Soviet For- 
eign Minister Molotov at Berlih' 
and Geneva and through the Amer- 
ican embassy in Moscow and the 
Soviet embassy here. 


General Outline 


Between the Berlin'and Geneva 


conferences he presented the Rus- 
sians with a general outline of how 
such an international organization 
could be formed. At Geneva he 
talked further with Molotov and 
got the latest information on the 
Russian position. 


This position, which apparently 


formed .the basis of Dulles' com- 
ments here today, was continued 
insistence on U. S. acceptance of a 
ban on atomic weapons. The Unit- 
ed States is only willing to banish1 
atomic weapons as the end result 
of a series of measures designed 
to prevent- violations and assure 
peace. 


Dulles declared that so far this 


year "we have negotiated in good 
faith with the Soviet rulers in re- 
lation to the use of atomic energy 
and in relation to Germany, Aus-

All Available 
Planes Join 
Mercy Flight 


HANOI, Jndochina —UFi— 
The 


French 
mobilized all 
available 


helicopters and light planes in In- 
dochina today to push the evacua- 
tion of their ' seriously wounded 
from captured Dien Bien Phu. 


The first contingent of the 450, 


who are expected to be flown out 
by agreement with the Communist- 
led Vietminh. arrived by plane at 
Hanoi late Friday. -The wounded 
eight men included French para- 
troopers, Algerians and Foreign 
Legionnaires. 


More batches like this, suffering 


from critical head or body wounds, 
were expected in Hanoi this after- 
noon. 


The French rushed 
helicopters 


and monoplanes to Luang Prabang, 
royal Laotian capital, 115 miles 
southwest of the fallen bastion to 
proceed with the mercy lift. 


As a' result of French and Viet- 


minh negotiations at Geneva, Giap 
agreed that 450 French wounded 
could b« evacuated from.Dlen Bien 
Phu. Of this number, 250 were de- 
scribed «« "dangerously or criti- 
cally wounded" and 200 lew seri- 
ously wounded. There are believed 
to be a total of at least 2,000 
French 'Union wounded as a re- 
milt of the siege. 
' The Vietminh claimed the 
French lost 16,000 killed, wounded 
or captured in the M-day battle 
for the bastion. The French esti- 
mate their losses at 4,000 killed 
and wounded and 8.000 captured. 
Rebel casualtlM have been eati- 
muted by the. French at more than 
29,000. 


Although 
the 
chief 


made no specific reference to na- 
tional 
policies or international 


events, his talk reflected a back- 
drop of worry over the Communist 
menace in Southeast Asia and 
elsewhere. 


The President spoke informally 


at a dinner Friday night marking 
the yearly observance of the mis- 
sions of the armed forces. 


Unbridled Ambition 


He said that "all sorts of things 


bother us ... 
the terrible power 


of destructive weapons . . . the 
uncontrolled ruthlessncss of un- 
bridled ambition." 


But 
Eisenhower looked 
back 


through history and found reasons 
for hope that democratic forms of 
government would survive, as they 
had before. He said: 


"It is. well to remember what 


happened to. the dictatorships of 
the past, that seemed as great and 
terrible in their time, on down 
through Rome and Genghis Khan, 
Napolcan and Hitler and Mussol- 
ini ... 
all gone." 
Anderson Speaks 


Eisenhower's reference to free 


men united in common cause fol- 
lowed another address at the same 
dinner by Deputy Secretary of De- 
fense Robert B. Anderson who 
spoke in similar vein. 


Anderson said "it is of trans- 


cendent -importance to us and to 
our Allies that we join in a col- 
lective effort, to the end that the 
Communist aggressors be held to 
the line where they are now, and 
that there be no further gains per- 
mitted in any area." 


Eisenhower drew an o v a t i o n 


from his audience of service of- 
ficers and their wives when he de- 
clared the heart of America is 
sound "even if at times our at- 
tention is diverted by unworthy 
scenes in our national capital.'.' 
Many listeners felt this wax a ref- 
erence to the televised investiga- 
tion now in progress into the dis- 
pute between Sen. McCarthy (R- 
Wis) and top Penfagon officials.

French Seek 
To Determine 
V. S. Policy 


WASHINGTON (IFi — Differences 


appeared to be developing today 
between the American and French 
governments over Indochina as 
Communists gains in the war Im- 
pose new strains on American and 
French nerves. 


Diplomatic authorities here are 


privately 
concerned about 
the 


danger of injury to French-Ameri- 
can cooperation in Europe as well 
as in the Far East. 


The problem which they foresee 


is how to keep forthcoming talks 
on Indochina policy of the two 
countries from turning into exer- 
cises in blame-fixing for the un- 
favorable course of the fighting. 


The secret talks are to take 


place in Paris initially between 
American officials and F r e n c h 
leaders. A French spokesman here 
said it was "Imperative" to have 
the discussions in order to deter- 
mir.e just what American policy 
toward the Indochina War Is. 


The talks will be concerned with 


the possibility of internationalizing 
the war. which means bringing a 
number of other nations into it— 
notably the United States — and 
with American conditions for con- 
sidering intervention. 


WASHINGTON — <#) — A 


presidential emergency board 
today recommended granting 
health-welfare, vacation and 
holiday benefits worth 150 
million dollars annually to 
one million railroad employes. 


The board turned down other de- 


mands made by the 15 rail unions 
In the case, most of them AFL. 
The board, at the same time, ap- 
proved a number of rail manage- 
ment demands. 


The e m e r g e n c y board was 


named by President Eisenhower 
last December to head off a pos- 
sible nationwide rail strike. The 
unions had made no pay increase 
demands but confined their pro- 
gram to "fringe" requests. The 
case has been in negotiation for * 
year. 


Culminate* Study 


Today's, report to the Whit* 


House was the culmination of the 
board's study. 


The unions Involved are "non- 


operating"— that is, made up of 
railway workers who do not ac- 
tually operate trains.

2. An extra week of annual va- 


cation for employes with 15 yean 
or more service. The present maxi- 
mum vacation time for 15-year 
employes is two weeks. 


3. Pay for holidays not worked. 


Employes now get time and a half 
pay when they work & holiday. 


Recommendations of such emer- 


gency boards, named under th« 
National Railway Labor Act, us- 
ually form the basis for settlement 
of rail labor disputes although 
they are not binding in themselves. 


No wage demands are involved, 


but the unions asked ' employer- 
paid medical, hospital and .surgical 
care for workers and their fam- 
ilies, plus a minimum $3,500 paid- 
up life insurance policy; more lib-

a neutral nations commission with- 
out naming the nations he had in 
mind. Previously the Russians had 
backed Vietminh proposals for a 
mixed commission of Communist 
and non-Communist Indochincse. 


Western spokesmen reacted cau- 


tiously to the Russian move al- 
though a,French delegation source 
said it represented a concession 
on "a most important" point. 


In the, restricted talks starting 


Monday 'the nine delegations in- 
volved —.the Big Four, Red China. 
Laos, Cambodia, Viet Nam and 
the Victmlnh—will each be allowed 
to send their chief delegate and 
three advisers.

off. Extremely short work is al- 
. The bench or circular saw is 
generally the first of the larger 
power tools a home 
craftsman 


buys. It enables him to make ac- 
clirate rips and crosscuts and it 
h e l p s make wood joints used 
by professional cabinetmakers. It 
saves time, labor and money. 


But learning to use a circular 


table saw is sometimes a painful 
experience. Experience is a fine 
teacher, but a few pointers on safe 
techniques for basic ripping and 
crosscutting operations should be 
a lot less distressing. 
-Here they are. as spelled out by 
power-tool experts of the Rockwell 
Mfg. Co.: 


Ripping 


Ripping Is the 
operation of 


making a lengthwise cut through 
a board, with the grain of the 
wood. On the saw, one edge of Uie 
work rides against the guide fence, 
and the bottom of the work rests 
on the saw table. These contact 
surfaces (fence and table) must be 
reasonably straight and true, or 
the wood will' buckle and kick 
back. 


The saw blade should not pro- 


ject more than an eighth of,an inch 
above the thickness of the stock 
to be cut. 


Stand behind the saw in a posi- 


tion that seems most comfortable, 
feet solidly placed, hold work with 
both hands and push it into the 
blade with pressure against the 
fence. Use a push stick if distance 
between blade and fence is less 


- than two inches. 


In ripping long boards, use an 


out-feed table or roller some dis- 
tance from the machine so that the 
board will remain on a level with 
saw table throughout the cut. 


Crosfecutting 


Crosscuts are made by placing 


the work against a miter gage and 
advancing gage and work toward 
the saw. 


All crosscutting o p e r a t i o n s 


should be worked out with a miter 
gage fitted with an auxiliary wood 
facing. Besides its safety factor, 
the facing also comes in handy 
while short pieces are being cut to 
length. The facing should be at 
least an inch wider than maximum 
depth cut of saw blade, and should 
extend 12 inches or more on either 
side of the blade. 


Keep wood stock tight against 


Uie miter gage and feed it into the 
b!adej slower than in ripping. While 
advancing the miter gage, also 
hold the supported piece of wood, 
NEVER the piece that is being cut

Choose Mower According to Your Lawn 


A popular question is which typ« 


of lawn mower'do you recommend 
—the old-fafthiontd reel mower, or 
the recently 
introduced rotary- 


type mower? 


Th* reel mower, operates on the 


principle of revolving blades cut- 
ting against a stationary knife bar, 
while the rotary type features a 
single blade revolving at a high 
speed. 


The answer - depends upon the 


conditions involved. For the home 
owner who is 'fussy—the old fash- 
ioned reel mower is recommended 
because, it cuts more cleanly and 
evenly. 


However, for an impartial opin- 


ion the old gardner refers to a 
scries of tests conducted last year 
by James Tyson, head of the Soils 
Science Department at Michigan 
State College, and an authority on 
lawn care.

his capacity to "think through." 


More puzzling at the moment is the question what will 


happen if he is cleared. Secretary of Defense Wilson has 
stated that the defense department won't want him no mat- 
ter how he comes out on security. 


The attitude of Chairman Lewis Strauss of the atomic 


energy commission is unknown, but there arc reports that 
he is not kindly disposed toward Oppenheimer. 


Until the decision is announced and Strauss has a basis 


for action, it is useless to speculate on what the AEC might 
do. But as for Wilson, he is on the record, and with a state- 
ment which must baffle any fair-minded person. 


He has said, that even if Oppenheimer is clean as a 


whistle he doesn't want him- In other words, the defense 
department is prepared to cut off its nose to spite its face. 
It is ready to dispense for good and all with the services of 
one of the country's most brilliant scientists, the man who 
gets chief credit for the A-bomb. 
, 


If Wilson can explain the logic in this position, we arc 


listening. It sounds almost as if he thinks the defense de- 
partment can get along without scientists in a day when war 
more than ever is a battle of scientific minds.

Total Production 
In U. S. Continues 
Gradual Decline 


WASHINGTON (JR— The total 


value of all goods and services 
produced in the nation continued 
its gradual decline in the first 
three months of 1954, drifting to 
a yearly rate of about 358 billion 
dollars. 


Reporting this Thursday, the 


Commerce Department attributed 
the downtrend to reduced ordering 
by businessmen trying to sell off 
heavy inventories and to lower de- 
fense spending by the federal gov- 
ernment. It said the first quarter 
drop was concentrated mainly in 
durable goods. 


The January • March 1954 pro- 


duction figure — known as the 
gross national produce — was 3.7 
per cent below the 371 billion dol- 
lar peak reached in the second 
quarter of 1953, 1.5 per cent under 
the fourth quarter 19.S3 rate, and 1.7 
per cent less than the first quarter 
a year ago.

When I was a boy, I was cross- 


ing a brook one clay on a fallen 
lop and tumbled into the water. 


That evening nil the signs of a 


bad cold began to develop, and I 
was properly scolded and warned 
by my father of the dangers- of 
catching cold from falling in the 
water! 


The next day my skin -broke 


out in a gorgeous rash. I had the 
measles. Thereafter my father was 
fond of telling the story as a typi- 
cal example of mistaken diagnosis. 


TIIKRK ARE TWO aspects of 


this unimportant incident to which 
I should like to draw my reader's 
attention. The first is that an event 
or accident is not always repson- 
sible for the physical symptoms 
which develop thereafter. 


It is true that if one is in an 


automobile accident and breaks a 
leg there is a definite cause and 
effect: it is not always true, how- 
ever, that the development of some 
symptom, such as indigestion or 
what appears to be indigestion, is 
the result of a particular food. 


Physicians must always be alert 


to the possibility that something 
which appears to be the cause of 
some physical symptom coming 
thereafter may really have nothing 
to do with it. 


THE SECOND POINT is per- 


haps even more important. The 
symptoms which a person has 
often can develop from any one of 
several different underlying condi- 
tions. Kor example, a nosebleed 
can come from being hit on the 
nos«, from an ulcer in the nose, 
from 
blood weisur* or from 


several other things, some of which 
are important and some not. 


The same thing applies to other 


symptoms, such as headaches, loss 
of weight, digestive upsets and 
almost anything else you can 
name. 
* • * 


THE PARTICULAR reason this 


is important is that people who 
have only a little knowledge (or 
read one of these columns and 
learn about the symptoms of some 
particular disease) may jump to 
the conclusion that because they 
have the same symptoms they 
have the disease being discussed. 


Sometimes I have been alarmed 


by letters written to me indica- 
ing that the reader of a column 
has diagnosed a disease in himself 
or herself because the symptoms 
were similar to those mentioned. 


This is by no means a safe con- 


clusion, and I hope that in the fu- 
ture readers 
will realize that 


symptoms must be studied in the 
light of physical findings and lab- 
oratory tests, alt interpreted on the 
basis of years of medical study.

minutes. Then spin off this rinse, 
or put it through the wringer.

3. Dry blanket in drier at high 


heat for 15 minutes. But, before 
putting it into the dryer, pre-heat 
3 or 4 dry bath towels and leave 
them in the dryer with the blanket. 
Stretch blanket and finish drying 
on line, or stretch and dry flat.

of your water supply is to use Hy< 
drion paper. This paper doesn't 
cost much and is easy to use. You 
can get it from the Central Scienti- 
fic Company of Chicago.

Flo- 
rists may be able to order Hydrion 
paper for you, too.

Bats Challenge 
Hunter Who Is 
Not Interested 


SPRINGFIELD, 111. 


Bats — relatively obscure 
members of the Illinois wild- 
life family — are under scru- 
tiny of two state scientists. 


Sportsmen show no interest in 


the ugly creatures though their un 
usual radar-like perception makes 
them most elusive, a challenge to 
any would-be captors. 


As the scientists tell it, the bats 


apparently are not good for much 
except as consumers of insects/ 
They shine in this activity. 


Not Preyed Upon 


They apparently don't serve as 


particular prey or food for any 
other wildlife, except to some de- 
gree for the great horned owl ancl 
the hawks. 


Twelve species of bats were 


found in Illinois in a survey by 
Paul W. Parmalee, state Museum 
curator of zoology, and Philip W. 
Smith, state Natural History Sur- 
vey 
taxonomist. 
A taxonomist 


classifies animals. 


Nine of these species are of the 


colonial or cave dwelling type that 
are active in summer and hiber- 
nating in winter when the cold 
has killed off their insect food. 
The big brown bat is one of these, 
common in abandoned lead mines 
near Galena. In southern Illinois 
limestone caves and bluff quar- 
ries are winter homes to the colo- 
nial types that headquarter in 
available attics and barn lofts for 
summertime f o r a y s on insect 
quarry. 


Three bat species, the hoary, 


red and silver-haired varieties, 
tend to migrate southward in the 
winter and live soli{arily. 


Gummed Up > 


Smith and Parmalee' recently 


found four s'ilver-hairs hibernating 
in waves near Cairo. This four- 
inch long1 variety is very black 
with white hair tips. Also in Alex- 
ander County, they picked up a 
big-cared bat that runs 3'^ to 4 
inches long with cars about an 
inch long. 


The most common variety is the 


small brown bat of the myotis 
group, a three inch long creature 
that bunches with its fellows by 
the hundreds. . The hoary bat 
fairly iare mammal five inches 
long, is the largest in North 
America. 


Generally, bats in Illinois do not 


hibernate in buildings. But Par- 
malee found a big brown bat on 
the ground near the capitol in 
Springfield this winter. The sticky 
stuff put on the capitol roof to 
repel starlings had gummed the 
brown bat so that it couldn't man 
age flight.
